The  cost  to  the  Council  for  ps,tients  admitted  to  the 
Macclesfield  Isolation  Hospital  was  £104.  18,  3*  including  the 
a,nnual  retaining  fee  of  £80, 

There  has  been  one  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
during  the  year  1940.

SUMARY  OF  NURSING-  ARRANGEMENTS 
HOSPITALS  & OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

(a)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

An  agreement  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  to 
provide  sufficient  beds  in  the  new  joint  Hospital  Scheme  is  in 
force. 


Under  the  new  arrangements  it  will  be  possible  to  admit, 
and  isolate,  several  other  diseases  apart  from  Scarlet  Fever 
and  Diphtheria,  viz,  \lFhooping  Cough,  Measles,  and  Puerperal 
Pyrixia. 

During  I94O  only  2 cases  of  infectious  disease,  viz, 
Typhoid  Fever  and  Oerebal  Spinal  Fever  were  referred  to  hospital 
for  treatment. 

(b)  SI-IALL-POX.  During  I94O  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Small- 
Pox.  T7e  have  a retaining  right  of  two  beds  in  the  Macclesfield 
Small-Pox  Hospital  if  required. 

(c)  TUBERCULOSIS.  - These  cases  are  dealt  with 

(aA  Domiciliary  Treatment  under  the  care  of  own  doctor 
(bj  Hospital  ) 

(c)  Sanitorium  ) Under  the  care  of  Cheshire 

(d)  Dispensary  ) County  Tuberculosis  Scheme. 

(f)  VENERAL  DISEASE  - Our  nearest  centre  for  treatment  of  these 
diseases  is  Stockport,  and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Cheshire  County  Authorities.  In  my  opinion  I think,  although  wc- 
have  very  few  cases  of  Veneral  Disease,  it  would  be  in  some  ways 
better  if  we  had  a treatment  centre  a little  nearer, 

(g)  AM3ULANCE  FACILITIES,.-  Cases  of  sickness  or  accident 
requiring  removal  to  Hospital  are  conveyed  by  the  Macclesfield 
Borough  Ambulance  or  by  private  conveyance.  Arrangements  have 
now  been  made  with  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  for  the  use  of 
the  Borough  Ambulance  in  necessitous  cases,  and  from  my 
experience  this  is  proving  very  ef f ica^cious , and  they  are  very 
quick  in  their  response  to  any  calls.

There  are  Male  and  Female  contingents  of  the  St.Johr 
Ambulance  Association  in  the  district  r^ho  are  always  willir-.g 
to  render  first>»aid  and  are  of  considerable  help  in  a 
scattered  industrial  area  such  as  Bollington, 

(h)  SCHOOL  CHILDREIT,  - The  routine  medical  enam-j nation  of 
School  Children  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council, 

(i)  HOIffi  NbRSI.TC-c  - 3y  Nurses  Parrott  and  Baker  who  are  also 
our  resident  midwifes. 

(j)  WELFARE  SCHEMES,.  ■ The  Fine  Cotton  Spinners  Association, 
who  own  three  large  mills  in  the  area,  have  now  instituted 
Welfare  Centres  at  their  mills  under  the  charge  of  two_welf a-ro 
workers.  Rest  Rooms,  Recreation  Rooms  and  Recreation  Grounds 
are  now  provided  for  their  operatives,  and  the  Scheme  is  of 
considerable  benefit  to  their  employees,  and  one  which  is  worti 
of  copy  by  other  employers  of  labour, 

(k)  PATHOLOGICAL  WORK,  - Arrangements  are  now  in  force  with 
the  Laboratory  of  the  Macclesfield  Public  Health  Department 

and  the  Laboratory  at  the  Parkside  Hospital,  for  any  Pathologica' 
work  that  may  be  required  to  be  done  by  the  Health _Department, 
This  arrangement  is  more  satisfactory  than  our  previous  one, 
since  it  is  more  expeditious  and  the  postal  delay  is  saved. 

(l)  During  1940  Kiy  Council  have  come  to  an  arrangement  with 
the  Macclesfield  Infirmary  for  the  use  of  the  Infirmary 
Mortuary  for  any  cases  requiring  Post  Mortem  Examination. 

(m)  Public  Health  Staff.  - A Part-time  Medical  Officer,  John. 

W. Chadwick,  M.R.C.S, (Eng)  L.R.C.P.  (Lon)  D.P.H,  (Man)  and  a 
part-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  Chas.A, Smith,  Certified  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute,  Certified  Sanitary  Inspector  (Man.Univ) .
